A2 improvement revealed

THE preferred route of a major 
£125 million upgrade of two busy 
junctions along the A2 was 
confirmed on Friday. 

Plans to upgrade the Bean and 
Ebbsfeet junctions on the A2 were 
put out to public consultation 
between January and March this 
year. 

Now Highways England have 
confirmed what they believe will 
be the best route. 

Both junctions will have their 
capacity increased by adding new 
lanes to their existing roundabouts 
and slip roads. At Bean, a new 
bridge will be built over the A2 
dual carriageway. 

It is claimed the upgraded 
junctions will help to support the 
creation of more than 30,000 new 
jobs and 15,000 new homes in the 
county as a key part of the 
infrastructure for the Ebbsfleet 
Garden City. 

Highways England project 
manager Hugh Coakley said: “It’s 
great to see there is clear backing 
for improvements to the junctions 
at Bean and Ebbsfleet, and I would 


like to thank everyone who took 
part in our consultation. There will 
be another opportunity for anyone 
interested in the scheme to have 
their say next year, when we put 
the final designs to people for their 
views.” 

However, the plans could mean 
the demolition of some homes near 
the proposed work. 

The announcement has been 
welcomed by the Ebbsfleet 
Development Corporation, which 


confirmed a £45m funding 
contribution for the project. 

Paul Spooner, its interim chief 
executive, said: “This is a major 
commitment by us to ensure the 
A2 continues to move. With up to 
15,000 new homes in Ebbsfleet 
Garden City, we are well aware the 
strain that could place on local 
traffic, particularly at these two 
junctions, and this money enables 
that work to now go-ahead. 

“With these improvements and a 


commitment from us to improve 
public transport in the area we are 
helping address those concerns 
and ensure traffic continues to 
flow as we see 5,100 homes 
completed here by 2021.” 

The Ebbsfleet Development 
Corporation says it will recover its 
investment from developer 
contributions established in 
planning agreements for the 
development sites which form the 
garden city.

For whom the bell tolls: 
Petition to stop church 
chimes being silenced 


HUNDREDS of people have signed a 
petition over fears clock chimes at a 
Sandwich church which have rang 
out for centuries could be silenced. 

The bells of St Peter’s Church have 
chimed every quarter-hour for 
hundreds of years, but following a 
complaint from one neighbour, the 
possibility of a ban being imposed 
during twilight hours has been raised. 

Residents described the church 
bells as “the beating heart of 
Sandwich” and quickly made their 
feelings known, with more than 700 
people signing the online petition 

- which is set to be delivered to Dover 
District Council leader Paul Watkins 

- within hours of launching. 

Action group, Save The Chimes, 
said: “Due to a complaint to Dover 
District Council by one resident, the 
chimes face being silenced from 
11pm until 7am each day, ending 
centuries of tradition. 

“The feeling by the vast majority of 
Sandwich residents is that this is the 
‘thin end of the wedge’ and if the ban 


is allowed to go through unchal¬ 
lenged, it will begin the erosion of 
centuries old traditions in our 
beautiful medieval town.” 

Back in 2015, then-communities 
secretary Sir Eric Pickles responded 
after a number of similar reports 
appeared in other areas of the 
country. 

He said: “If people don’t like the 
chime of a church bell that has 
sounded for centuries, they reflect on 
whether they want to live next door 
to a church in the first place, or they 
should consider the merits of double 
glazing.” 

A DDC spokesman said: “We are 
aware of this matter. All councils 
have a statutory duty to investigate 
noise complaints under the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Act 1990, and we 
continue to liaise with the relevant 
parties, including the owners of the 
building. 

“It would not be appropriate to 
comment further on the details of an 
ongoing case.”

Bake Off is 
still cooking 
up big TV hit 


Is it set to be Bye-di-Bye 
for historic holiday camp 
as demolition day looms?

COUNCIL chiefs in Shepway have 
approved plans to demolish the final 
buildings of a once celebrated 
holiday camp on our coast. 

Its original buildings featured in a 
host of movies in the 1950s and 60s, 
but its last clubhouse faces being 
turned into rubble and a new 
building constructed on its site. 

But campaigners are hoping to 
persuade the owners of the New 
Beach Holiday Park at Dymchurch 
to think again. 

Explains historian Neil Pearson: 
“This does lend itself to an obvious 
‘Bye-di-Bye’ flavour, but this could 
be the end of an era. 

“I am sure people will recognise 
the importance of this building as 
part of our social history and the 
development of tourism. The 
distinctive original gabled ends of 
the roof has been welcoming sight 
for decades, and we just can’t lose it. 

“While researching the building,

I have established that it is the last 
pre-war purpose built holiday camp 
remaining in the country - every¬ 
thing else left has either been 
updated or swept away with 
redevelopment. Put simply there 


are no other survivors of this type of 
building from this period.” 

It was the back drop for films 
including David Essex’s That’ll Be 
The Day and an episode of TV’s On 
The Buses. 

Adds Mr Pearson: “Built in 1936 
at the same time as Billy Butlin was 
building his first camp at Skegness, 
the structure has remained largely 
unchanged in 80 years of continu¬ 
ous use - including being used as 
an army training camp during the 
war - and originally was the dining 
room, kitchens and ballroom and 
still features its original Canadian 
sprung maple dance floor - much 
loved by ballroom dancers. 

A spokesman for owners Park 
Holidays UK said: “We are delighted 
to have received the go-ahead for 
this major redevelopment project. 
The new reception and entertain¬ 
ments complex will create a modern 
and more comfortable environment 
in which our staff can work, and 
provide park guests with a more 
practical and welcoming facility to 
help them enjoy their stay.” 


CANTERBURY baker Paul Hollywood 
looks like he made the right move after 
sticking with the Great British Bake Off 
after critics gave the first episode of the 
show - which airs this week - rave reviews. 

The hugely popular show made a 
controversial £75m switch from the 
BBC to Channel 4 last year and returns 
with a new line-up on Tuesday at 8pm. 

Mr Hollywood was the only one of the 
original team to stick with the show as 
fellow judge Mary Berry and presenters 
Mel Giedroyc and Sue Perkins quit. 

Advance viewings received warm 
reviews with Sarah Rainey in the Daily 
Mail saying it was “like being wrapped 
in a warm, comforting blanket”. 

Adding: “Despite having all that cash 
thrown at it, it hasn’t changed a bit.” 

Michael Hogan in The Telegraph gave 
it five stars and said Bake Off retained 
the same “flavoursome confection”. 

“In happy conclusion, dough devotees 
can rest easy. Mary, Mel and Sue might 
be gone but the show’s recipe remains as 
winning as ever. Good bake,” he wrote. 

And Mark Lawson in The Guardian 
said that programme-makers were 
“having their cake and eating it” adding 
“only someone desperate to dislike the 
re-plated show could argue that one of 
TV’s greatest successes has soured, 
spoiled or binned its recipe.”

Hunt for driver who

POLICE are appealing for witnesses after an 
elderly cyclist was left hospitalised following a 
suspected hit and run in Ramsgate. 

The collision between a red Seat Ibiza and the 
cyclist is said to have occurred at 2.25pm on July 
19 in Queen Street. 

The cyclist, a man in his 70s, was taken to a 
local hospital with a suspected head injury and 
has since been released from hospital. 

It was reported that the driver of the car failed 
to stop following the collision and a car, fitting the 
same description, was later discovered on fire in 
Kingston Close, Ramsgate, during the early hours 
of July 20. 

Officers investigating the collision have made a 
number of enquiries since the incident and 
spoken to witnesses. They are now asking anyone 
with information, who may have seen something 
and who has not yet spoken to police, to contact as 
soon as possible by calling 01843 222289 quoting 
reference 19-0832.

All are in the running for the prestigious fish and 
chip shop of the year award - one of 15 categories up 
for grabs in the nationwide awards, now in its 30th year. 

The competing shops have had their frying skills 
put to the test as well as being judged against 
vigorous criteria, including menu development and 
innovation, sustainable sourcing policies, staff training 
processes, and marketing techniques. 

They join 54 other businesses hoping to win the top 
title from across the country and who will be whittled 
down to a top 10. 

The winner will be announced at the awards 
ceremony in London on January 25. 


POLICE say they believe the fire which ripped 
through a former sports centre in Northfleet on 
Tuesday night may have been started deliberately. 

They are treating the fire, which destroyed the 
building, saw three neighbours treated for smoke 
inhalation and the death of a dog, as ‘ ‘suspicious’ ’. 

Huge plumes of black smoke were seen billowing 
into the sky after the blaze in the former Fleet Leisure 
and Sports Club in Nelson Road which started at 
around 6.30pm.

Owned by Gravesham Borough Council, the 
centre closed suddenly four years ago after the 
company it was leasing to went into administration. 

Since then the council has repeatedly hoped to 
revive the site and insists it will return the site to 
' ‘sporting and community use’ ’. 
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Lukewarm reception will not 
derail parkway station plans

PROPOSALS for a new parkway train station 
in Thanet are unlikely to be submitted this 
year as planned after the majority of re¬ 
spondents in a recent consultation claimed 
they wouldn’t use it. 

Kent County Council says the station will 
provide access to more employment oppor¬ 
tunities for local residents using high speed 
rail services to London and other parts of 
Kent. 

Bosses also claim it will improve invest¬ 
ment opportunities at the Discovery Park 
enterprise zone and surrounding business 
parks in Thanet, bringing jobs and prosperi¬ 
ty to the east of the county. 

Thanet Parkway is earmarked for being 
on the existing Ashford International to 
Ramsgate line, south of the former Manston 
Airport site and just to the west of the village 
of Cliffsend. It will be sited between Minster 
and Ramsgate railway stations, and will be 
served by both mainline and high speed 
trains. 

The proposed station is designed to be un¬ 
staffed with two platforms and a variety of 
facilities, including ticket vending machines 
and passenger help and information points 
offering remote assistance. 


However, when KCC invited feedback on 
the proposals earlier this year, of the 306 re¬ 
sponses it received to a question asking 
whether they would use the station, 40 per 
cent answered ‘no’ compared to 34 per cent 
who said ‘yes’. There were also a host of other 
concerns including the cost of parking to 
prevent parking in nearby residential areas. 

The local authority said: “Pricing of car 
parking at the station is still to be decided. 

“Different scenarios are being explored by 
the project team and will be presented to the 


cabinet member [Matthew Balfour] for a 
final decision. 

“Should it be decided that parking will be 
charged, KCC will work with Thanet Dis¬ 
trict Council to explore measures to prevent 
commuter parking in residential areas.” 

The feedback is not expected to derail the 
plans, however it is understood a planning 
application is now likely to be submitted 
next year, rather than by the end of 2017 
as KCC hoped when launching the consul¬ 
tation. 


Car park closed as 
demolition begins 

THE long-awaited development of Lowfield Street 
will close dozens of car parking spaces in 
Dartford’s town centre next week. 

Market Street’s central car park, next to the 
town’s park and library will be closed perma¬ 
nently from 6.30pm on Tuesday August 29. 

Formerly owned by Tesco, the supermarket 
sold the site to housing developers after failing to 
open an expected store there. 

Death after car and 
van involved in smash 

A MAIDSTONE woman has died after being 
involved in a smash between a car and a van in 
Mereworth. 

The crash occurred near the junction with The 
Street in Mailing Road at 3.10pm on Sunday and 
involved a white Ford Transit van and a red 
Peugeot 206 car.

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Overseas GPs heading here 
to help ease our health crisis 



DOZENS of GPs from overseas are 
set to arrive in the county over the 
coming months as bosses speed up 
their international recruitment 
programme to meet the growing 
health crisis. 

Kent and Medway has been 
selected as one of 11 areas nation¬ 
wide to take part in NHS England’s 
expansion, which will see around 
600 foreign doctors recruited into 
general practice in 2017/18. 

NHS England is aiming for a total 
of 2,000 doctors over the next three 
years, which is a huge increase 
compared to its initial target of 500 
by 2020/21. 

Many areas of Kent have 
reported suffering a shortage of GPs 
and a surgery in Folkestone which 
serves some 5,000 patients 
announced earlier this year it is to 


close in November. 

It is not clear yet how many of the 
2,000 will be recruited in Kent, nor 
how quickly they will be arriving. 

Dr James Thallon, medical 
director for NHS England South 


East, said: “The doctors will be 
expected to meet the highest 
standards of practice, including 
being able to speak good English, 
and support will be in place to 
ensure this.” 


NSPCC reports spike in 
child neglect numbers 


CASES of child neglect in Kent 
have risen by some 70 per cent, 
according to figures published 
this week. 

The NSPCC says it referred 
410 cases to the police and 
children’s services last year, 
compared to 241 referrals in 
2011/12. 

The children’s charity also 
received 68 calls and emails 
from people in the county 
seeking advice about children 
being neglected. 

UK-wide, the NSPCC made 
16,882 referrals to children’s 
services or the police in 
2016/17, equivalent to 46 a day. 

Charity bosses say the rise 
shows more people are willing 
to speak up about the issue. 

A growing number of people 
contacting the NSPCC Helpline 
also described parents as 


having a problem with alcohol 
and drugs, with some of them 
regularly leaving their children 
unsupervised so they could go 
drinking with friends. 

Peter Wanless, chief execu¬ 
tive of the NSPCC said: “Neglect 
can have severe and long-last¬ 
ing consequences for children, 
and can also be an indicator of 
other forms of abuse. 

“This is why it is so important 
for anyone suspecting a child of 
being neglected to contact the 
NSPCC Helpline, so we can alert 
the authorities to quickly step 
in and help those in need.” 

The NSPCC supports parents 
who are on drug or alcohol 
treatment programmes to help 
to develop secure and healthy 
relationships with their 
children. Contact the helpline 
on 0808 800 5000.

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Molly’s colourful farewell

H undreds turned out 
this week for the funeral 
of Molly McLaren, the 
23-year-old killed in the 
car park of the Dockside 
Shopping Centre in Chatham. 

And there was barely a black tie or 
skirt in sight at Gravesend Cremato¬ 
rium on Monday after her parents in¬ 
sisted they wanted mourners to wear 
as much colour as possible for the oc¬ 
casion. 

And so - for a couple of hours that 
morning at least - the crematorium 
which overlooks the river became a 
kaleidoscope of colour beneath 
gloomy, overcast skies. 

Mourners were encouraged to 
bring a photo of Miss McLaren as well 
as a flower from their garden. 

More than 200 people waited ei¬ 
ther side of the short, winding road 
leading up to the crematorium en¬ 
trance, where the hearse carrying 
Miss McLaren’s body arrived at 11am. 

A piper from Shorne played Flower 
of Scotland as she entered the chapel. 

Her father, Doug McLaren, told our 
sister title the Gravesend Reporter: “I 
was born in Scotland and Molly was 
our flower of Scotland. She always 
wanted me to take her to see the 
Highlands and the Lochs.” 


Such was the turnout, both chapels 
were opened up, with the service 
broadcast on screens in the cremato¬ 
rium’s waiting area as well, so that 
everybody could watch and listen to 
tributes from friends, family and col¬ 
leagues. 

Mourners were told how Miss 
McLaren, an exercise, sport and 
health education student at the Uni¬ 


versity of Kent, was “someone who 
was determined to make a difference 
to people’s lives, and invariably she 
did”. 

Friends and family then made their 
way to The Leather Bottle pub where 
she once worked in her home village. 

Mr McLaren added: “All of the fam¬ 
ily were humbled by the numbers 
that attended and by the love and af¬ 


fection shown by all. 

“We never realised how many 
friends Molly had. They all had such 
lovely things so say about Molly. It 
was so touching.” 

Joshua Stimpson, 25, from Would- 
ham has been charged with her mur¬ 
der and is due in court again next 
month to enter a plea. A trial date has 
been set for January 22. 


Warning over 
lorry attacks 

UK lorry drivers are being put at risk 
by violent clashes in Calais, accord¬ 
ing to an industry body. 

The Road Haulage Association 
(RHA) issued the warning after gangs 
of migrants were involved in multiple 
brawls on roads approaching the 
French port and Eurotunnel terminal.

Commuters warned of chaotic 
week ahead on our rail network 


If you’re travelling into London this week for business or pleasure, you need to be aware of major 
work which is going to see trains cut and diverted as £6bn project finally edges towards completion

R AIL passenger groups say 
commuters should be en¬ 
titled to some compensa¬ 
tion as they brace them¬ 
selves for a hugely 
disruptive week on services going in 
and out of London’s major terminals. 

The chaos - which will see services 
reduced and diverted - forms one of 
the final major work days on the mul¬ 
ti-billion pound Thameslink pro¬ 
gramme which intends to future 
proof the south east’s rail infrastruc¬ 
ture with a major overhaul of London 
Bridge station and surrounding lines. 

But for long-suffering commuters, 
next week will be a particularly gru¬ 
elling one with disruption meaning 
simply to enter Cannon Street station 
during the busy evening rush hour 
will mean joining a queue system 
which could add an extra half an 
hour on to their journey time. 

As a consequence - and with serv¬ 
ices into other stations diverted - 
train company Southeastern says it 
might be better to work from home 
this week. 

Passengers are warned they may 
not be able to board the first train that 
arrives at their platform due to over¬ 
crowding and “there may be longer 
waits than normal in between 
trains”. 

Both Cannon Street and Victoria 
are set to be “exceptionally busy” 
Southeastern warns and there are 
likely to be big queues to access the 
Tube network. 

It comes after major problems on 
the network this weekend as rail 
chiefs use the holiday season and 
bank holiday to carry out the work 
during a period when demand is tra¬ 


ditionally lower. 

However, it will mean a major 
headache for the thousands of others 
who still rely on the services. 

Chris Fribbins at Railfuture, an in¬ 
dependent campaign for improved 
passenger services, explained: “We 
are now on the final approach to a 
new London Bridge. After years of 
disruption at London Bridge, Charing 
Cross, Cannon Street and Waterloo 
East as a replacement station was 
built around one of the busiest routes 
in the UK. 

“The opportunity to work on some 
of the tracks over four days is being 
taken, with Cannon Street being left 
open and the unusual step of running 
some Southeastern trains into Water¬ 
loo mainline to ease the pressure.” 

That Kent service into Waterloo 
will be the first time a service has 
gone directly to the main station 
rather than neighbouring Waterloo 
East. 

Adds Mr Fribbins: “It will be a long 
time before this happens again, if 
ever, as Waterloo is undergoing an 
upgrade of its own to increase capac¬ 
ity for its own services. 

“Most of the work at London Bridge 
is to cater for a major increase in 
Thameslink services, although there 
may be some improvements in relia¬ 
bility for Southeastern services and 
there have been some people who 
have lost services on the Greenwich 
line to Charing Cross. Will it have 
been worth the disruption over re¬ 
cent years? We will have to wait and 
see - perhaps some compensation 
would be welcomed.” 

The massive reworking of the ap¬ 
proaches to London Bridge station 
means that for four working days this 
week, there will be no trains from 
Southeastern going to or from Lon¬ 
don Bridge, Waterloo East or Charing 


Cross. 

There will also be no trains at Can¬ 
non Street this bank holiday weekend 
while services to Blackfriars will be 
re-routed too on Monday and next 
Saturday. 

Network Rail, which handles the 
infrastructure of the network, says it 
will use the time to move the Charing 
Cross lines through London Bridge 
into a new position and open newly 
rebuilt platform six, which will mean 
that more Charing Cross trains can 
stop at London Bridge. 

Throughout the eight day period, 
there will be fewer Southeastern 
trains running to and from London. 
Those that do run will be much busier 
than usual and diverted to other Lon¬ 
don stations, including Victoria, 
Blackfriars, Cannon Street and Wa¬ 
terloo. 

Network Rail and Southeastern say 
that during the four working days 
that are affected by this work, August 
29 to September 1, Cannon Street in 
particular will be exceptionally busy 
as more passengers will be using the 
station than usual. 

During the evening peak, two 


IN a nutshell it is all about improv¬ 
ing rail services in and around 
London and improving routes from 
the south and towards the north. 

To meet demand it has needed 
to increase the number of 
Thameslink route services 
through central London to one 
every 2-3 minutes in the peak. 

It will improve connections, 
giving passengers better travel 
options to more destinations by 
linking some services, such as 


queuing systems to enter the station 
will be in operation, one on Dowgate 
Hill and the other outside the front of 
the station. Passengers are advised 
that queues of up to 30 minutes are to 
be expected and they will need to 
leave more time for their journeys. If 
possible, Cannon Street passengers 
should try to travel outside of the 
evening peak, rail chiefs advise. 

Simon Blanchflower, Thameslink 
programme director, Network Rail, 
said: “Over these eight days we are in¬ 
vesting a further £12 million in our 
railway upgrade plan, which will ul¬ 
timately lead to better, more reliable 
journeys to and through London. 

“The decision to ask passengers to 
queue is not one we have taken light¬ 
ly, but safety is our priority.” 

Elhe Burrows, train services direc¬ 
tor, Southeastern, said: “We know it’s 
a challenging time for our passengers 
while the work takes place and jour¬ 
neys may take longer than usual. We 
are advising passengers to look in ad¬ 
vance at the amended timetable and 
think about changing their journey 
or working from home if at all possi¬ 
ble.” 


Cambridge and parts of the East 
Coast mainline, into the Thames¬ 
link network, helping to relieve 
congestion on the underground. 

Key to that has been major 
upgrades to London Bridge 
statioin designed to reduce delays 
caused by trains crossing 
pathways and waiting outside the 
station for platforms to clear. 

Costing some £6 billion, the size 
of the project is enormous and the 
work hugely complicated. 


Transport groups are broadly sym¬ 
pathetic and have urged passengers 
to look at the big picture. 

Anthony Smith, chief executive of 
the transport user watchdog, Trans¬ 
port Focus, told us: “Passengers from 
Kent coming into London are likely to 
face engineering work which could 
disrupt their journeys to and from 
London stations such as London 
Bridge, Cannon Street and Charing 
Cross. 

“Our research demonstrates the 
importance of train companies pro¬ 
viding passengers with the right in¬ 
formation at the right time. They also 
need to have people on hand to help 
guide passengers through any alter¬ 
native arrangements in place.” 

The high-speed service via Ashford 
International and Ebbsfleet Interna¬ 
tional will continue to operate as nor¬ 
mal. However, passengers are re¬ 
minded a high-speed ticket will be 
required to use these services, despite 
the disruption elsewhere. 

All passengers are advised to check 
their route before leaving home via 
Southeastern’s website - www.south- 
easternrailway.co.uk. 


However, it has meant huge 
disruption in recent years for Kent 
commuters, with many services 
diverted from the station. 

Work started seven years 
ago but the end is in sight with 
work due to be complete next 
year. 

It is understood there will be 
one final round of major 
disruption at Christmas for Kent 
passengers before work con¬ 
cludes. 


JUST WHAT IS THE THAMESLINK PROGRAMME? 
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No end in sight to controversial 
cutbacks at major city hospital 


In a week in which a campaign group warned of a “collapse” of services provided by a hospital trust, 
its chief executive this week told KoS its future was assured but changes may still be in place next year

H UNDREDS of emergency 
patients are still likely to 
be directed away from 
the Kent & Canterbury 
Hospital well into next 
year, the chief executive of an under¬ 
fire health trust has told us. 

East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust (EKHUFT) contro¬ 
versially announced earlier this year 
it was set to make a number of cuts to 
services at the city hospital, with 
some 35 people who normally attend 
by ambulance every day with condi¬ 
tions such as heart attacks, strokes 
and pneumonia, instead diverted to 
the William Harvey in Ashford and 
the QEOM in Margate. 

The changes, which health chiefs 
insist are only temporary, but have 
been in place since June, are the re¬ 
sult of the trust struggling to recruit 
enough permanent consultants. 

While some vacancies are expected 
to be filled over the coming weeks, the 
trust says it is currently plugging 
around half the positions with lo- 
cums. 

The knock-on effect of that was the 
trust having to move some 50 per 
cent of junior doctors based at the 
K&C to its other hospital sites in the 
east of the county, claiming continu¬ 
ing to run services without experi¬ 
enced consultants overseeing them 
would jeopardise patient safety. 

Long-term, the trust wants to “re¬ 
organise” its services at the three 
hospitals and is set to bring proposals 
forward for public consultation in the 
spring - a move which was delayed by 
Theresa May’s snap general election. 

Its early plans are to have two 
emergency hospital centres which in¬ 
clude 24/7 A&E and planned care, 
with one of them providing specialist 
services. 

The third site would be a hospital 
dedicated to planned care, such as 
hip and knee replacements, and reha¬ 
bilitation, alongside a GP-led urgent 
care centre. 

The trust believes this reorganisa¬ 
tion will allow more patients to receive 
the care they need in one place, but re¬ 
alistically, given there have been de¬ 
lays already and the consultation is 
likely to be a long and complex proc¬ 
ess, those plans are some way off com¬ 
ing to fruition, which has led to fears 
over the current state of services. 

Speaking exclusively to KoS this 
week, the trust’s chief executive Mat¬ 
thew Kershaw admitted there had 
been no specific timetable agreed on 
when services are likely to return to 
the K&C. 

“The temporary changes we have 
had to make may still be in place 
when we reach public consultation,” 
he said. 

“If this is the case, the trust will fo-

cus on implementing any longer- 
term reconfiguration once the final 
decision is made on where and how 
services are provided. 

“Like many hospital trusts across 
the country, we have continued to see 
significant pressure on our emergen¬ 
cy care services. 

“Improving emergency care per¬ 
formance remains a key priority and 
a real challenge to ensure more pa¬ 
tients are seen, treated and dis¬ 
charged or admitted within the four- 


hour standard.” 

The growing crisis has seen Faver- 
sham and Mid Kent MP Helen Whate- 
ly hold a Commons debate on the hos¬ 
pital’s future, while campaign group 
Concern for Health in East Kent 
(CHEK) has been piling pressure on 
the trust in recent months. 

Chair Ken Rogers said this week: 
“We have been given information by 
various nurses and patients that 
would suggest that it is not only acute 
care that is suffering, but rather the 


whole of services provided by 
EKHUFT are in danger of collapse.” 

Mr Kershaw and the trust insisted 
they did not want to get into “a slang¬ 
ing match” with CHEK but compre¬ 
hensively dismissed those claims 
while also attempted to allay fears by 
categorically confirming that it had 
no plans to close the K&C site. 

Mr Kershaw said: “The strength of 
feeling expressed in the public meet¬ 
ings the NHS has hosted over the 
summer demonstrates how impor¬ 


tant these issues are for local people. 

“People want a high quality and 
accessible health service that is sus¬ 
tainable and we need to use the re¬ 
sources we have in the best way pos¬ 
sible, so we will work in partnership 
with our local communities on how 
we do that for the next five years and 
in the longer-term. 

“Other parts of the country have 
brought together specialist teams to 
look after people with specific condi¬ 
tions such as stroke, more quickly, 
whereas in east Kent, we are still 
stretching our specialist services and 
staff too thinly in many areas. 

“We have seen the very real conse¬ 
quences of this in the problems we 
have had sustaining some medical 
services across our three big hospitals. 

“Stretched services are difficult to 
recruit to, and difficulties recruiting 
consultants to provide the right levels 
of support and training for our junior 
doctors at Kent & Canterbury Hospi¬ 
tal, resulted in Health Education Eng¬ 
land (HEE) and the GMC, which over¬ 
sees junior doctor training, requiring 
the trust to move 38, which is around 
half the K&C’s junior doctors, to our 
other two hospitals at Ashford and 
Margate. 

“Because it would not be safe to 
continue running these services at 
K&C without them, we needed to 
make changes until we can fully re¬ 
solve the situation. 

“The safety of patients will always 
be our priority. Although we know 
there are many issues we need to re¬ 
solve, we are absolutely committed to 
making these improvements.” 

Another twist that came to light 
earlier this summer was an offer by 
local developer Mark Quinn to build a 
new hospital near the current site. 

The move was supported largely by 
CHEK and Mrs Whately, however, 
newly-elected Canterbury MP Rosie 
Duffield was upset after not being 
briefed on the plans before they were 
announced. 

Mr Kershaw said: “We are discuss¬ 
ing the developer’s offer in more de¬ 
tail to see what potential it may have 
and whether it is an option that could 
provide further opportunities for the 
future plans for hospital services, 
which will be consulted on next year. 

“The shell of a hospital would re¬ 
quire capital funds to be turned into a 
functioning hospital and we need to 
take that into account, as well as oth¬ 
er matters such as whether the hospi¬ 
tal could be completed in a reasona¬ 
ble time. There are also other factors 
such as planning consent and access 
to consider. 

“As a public body, it’s important 
that a rigorous process called ‘due 
diligence’ is followed before any deci¬ 
sion could be made about the poten¬ 
tial of any new development.”

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Family’s grief 
as Julian, 7, 
among dead in 
Spanish attack 

His picture had been circulated widely on social 
media in a desperate bid to find him. But little 
Julian Cadman was confirmed as among the 
dead of the Barcelona attacks. Now thousands 
of pounds have been raised for his family.

HE family of a seven-year-old boy 
killed in the Barcelona terror attack 
have said they were blessed to have 
had him in their lives. 

Julian Cadman, a dual British- 
Australian national who was born in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells and attended nursery school in 
Chiddingstone, became separated from his 
mother in the massacre on Las Ramblas that 
left 13 dead and at least 120 injured when a 
van mounted the pavement and drove at pe¬ 
destrians. 

In the aftermath of the attack, Julian’s rela¬ 
tives urged people to share a photograph of 
him on Facebook as fears for his safety grew. 

Confirming his death last Sunday, his fami¬ 
ly said: “Julian was a much-loved and adored 
member of our family. 

“As he was enjoying the sights of Barcelona 
with his mother, Julian was sadly taken from 
us. 

“He was so energetic, funny and cheeky, al¬ 
ways bringing a smile to our faces. 

“We are so blessed to have had him in our 
lives and will remember his smiles and hold 
his memory dear to our hearts. 

“We would like to thank all those who 
helped us in searching for Julian. 

“Your kindness was incredible during a dif¬ 
ficult time. 

“We also acknowledge we are not the only 
family to be affected by the events, our prayers 
and thoughts are with all people affected.” 

He had been with his mother, Jom, 43, in the 
Catalan city, to attend the wedding of a cousin 
from the Philippines. 

His mother was left seriously injured and 
became separated from her son during the at¬ 
tack. 

An online campaign organised by friends in 
Australia to raise money to help with her re¬ 
covery had raised more than $200,000 
(£156,000) within days of being launched. It 
is hoped it will eventually raise $1 million. 

Established by Scott Bowman, boss of the 
boy’s father, Andrew, the page says: “Andrew, 
Jom and Julian are a normal Aussie family 
whose lives have been devastated by the re¬ 
cent tragedy in Barcelona. 

“As you can imagine, there will be ongoing 
medical costs to get Jom back to full health. 

“We are asking for any contribution for 
those that may wish to help. This will assist 


with additional medical and funeral costs for 
the family. We thank you greatly for any sup¬ 
port you may offer.” 

It is believed the young boy was killed al¬ 
most instantly when the van hit him. 

Foreign secretary Boris Johnson added: “I 
send my sincerest sympathies to the family of 
Julian Cadman and all those who loved him. 
His death is a tragedy. 

“The FCO [Foreign & Commonwealth Of¬ 
fice], our Australian colleagues and the Span¬ 
ish authorities continue to do all we can to 
support his family at this deeply distressing 
time.” 

Julian’s father and grandmother travelled to 
Spain from Australia following the atrocity, 
and his grandfather Tony Cadman was among 
those urging people to share a photograph on 
Facebook. 

On Wednesday, police in Spain found a belt 
with explosives at the house where the terror

suspects accused of killing 15 people in attacks on 
Barcelona and Cambrils last week had allegedly 
been preparing a bigger attack. 

Six of the attackers shot dead by police were wear¬ 
ing fake suicide belts. 

A police spokesman said the belt with viable ex¬ 
plosives was found at a house in Alcanar, south of 
Barcelona, where two other cell members died in an 
explosion last Wednesday prior to the attacks. 

Police had already found over 100 tanks of butane 
gas and materials to make TATP, an explosive used 
by Islamic State militants, at the house. 

Younes Abouyaaqoub, a 22-year-old Moroccan, 
and the driver of the van which killed Julian and the 
other victims, was shot dead by police in a town 30 


miles west of Barcelona, four days after he drove the 
van along the crowded tourist boulevard. 

Police said Abouyaaqoub shouted “Allahu Akbar” 
(God is greatest) just before he was gunned down 
outside Subirats, shortly after local people called po¬ 
lice to say they believed they had spotted him. 

Four other men believed to be linked to the terror¬ 
ist activity appeared in court in Spain this week. 

Earlier this week, mourners gathered for a mass 
in Barcelona where King Felipe VI and Queen Letizia 
joined politicians at the Sagrada Familia basilica to 
honour the 14 people killed and all those injured in 
the attacks. 

Some 34 nationalities were among those wound¬ 
ed in Las Ramblas and in Cambrils.

A British man hailed a hero after he was 
injured while helping victims of a 
suspected terror attack in Finland has 
said he feels sad he could not save a 
woman’s life. 

Hassan Zubier was being cared for in 
hospital this week in the city of Turku, 

90 miles west of capital Helsinki, after 
he was wounded in the knife rampage 
that left two Finnish women dead. 

Mr Zubier, a paramedic born in 
Dartford and now living in Sweden, has 
received international praise for his 
bravery in coming to the aid of others, 
including a woman who died in his 
arms. 

He said: “I am not a hero. I did what I 
was trained for. I did my best and 
more.” 

He added: “I just feel sadness that I 
couldn’t save her life, sadness about the 
dark in the world right now, that is my 
thoughts, for all of those who were 
injured, the other girl that died.” 

Sat in a wheelchair and with his left 
arm in a sling, he added: “It’s a sad, sad 


day, not just for Finland, but for the 
world, for humanity.” 

Four Finns, an Italian and a Swede 
were also injured in the attack, which 
Finland’s Security Intelligence Service 
said was “a likely terror act”. 

Finnish police arrested two more 
suspects over the stabbings on 
suspicion “of preparation of an offence 
to be committed with terrorist intent”. 

On Tuesday, a regional court ordered 
that an 18-year-old Moroccan asylum- 
seeker be detained on suspicion of 
terrorist crimes, including two counts of 
murder and eight counts of attempted 
murder. 

Three alleged accomplices also were 
ordered to be held on suspicion they 
helped plan the attack. 

The main suspect, who has acknowl¬ 
edged the stabbings but denies 
murder, was named as Abderrahman 
Mechkah, although police said they 
believe he is using a false identity. His 
lawyer has denied any terrorism 
motivation.

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Shipwreck gives up its silver haul 

A fascinating exhibition of artefacts brought back from the surface of a Dutch vessel which sank on 
the Goodwin Sands in the 18th century has shed light on the remarkable silver and spices trade

T ALES of endemic and lu¬ 
crative smuggling of silver 
in the 18th century were 
told to visitors at a unique 
exhibition event in Ram¬ 
sgate last weekend. 

Archaeologists welcomed around 
120 people to an open day where ar¬ 
tefacts and discoveries from a ship¬ 
wreck that has laid off the Kent coast 
for more than 250 years were on dis¬ 
play, with the wreckage helping shed 
new light on international trade on 
the high seas. 

The Dutch East India Company 
vessel Rooswijk sank on the treacher¬ 
ous Goodwin Sands in 1740, with the 
loss of an estimated 250 lives, just a 
day after leaving the Netherlands 
bound for what is now Jakarta in In¬ 
donesia. 

She was packed with an official 
cargo of silver bullion and coins with 
which to buy spices and Oriental por¬ 
celain that were in demand in the up¬ 
per echelons of the Enlightenment 
Europe movement at the time. 

But an Anglo-Dutch team excavat¬ 
ing the wooden wreck six miles off 
the Channel coast has discovered 
items that shed light on the untold 
stories of those aboard, including 
their efforts to get rich on the quiet by 
buying their own illicit luxuries. 

They smuggled out their own silver 
cargo, ranging from a handful of 
coins secreted on the bodies of simple 
deckhands to the larger-scale rogue 
trading carried out by the ship’s cap¬ 
tain, Daniel Ronzieres. 

Project leader Martijn Manders, 
from the Cultural Heritage Agency of 
the Netherlands, which is working 
with Historic England on the excava¬ 
tion, said: “There was a shortage of 
silver and that shortage of silver was 
in the place where they could buy 
precious materials to sell in Europe 
again. 

“Suddenly these few coins of silver 
were worth almost twice as much be¬ 
cause they had transported them to 
the Indies. So it was quite lucrative. 

“Everyone would smuggle silver; it 
was the simple sailor who smuggled 
coins in his belt, in his shoe, to the 
East Indies. 

“But it was also the captain as well, 
who even had an office in Amsterdam 
and people were coming to the office 
and handing over money for him to 
bring to the Indies so they could earn 
more money from those silver coins.” 

The ship, which lies on and under 
the seabed 26 metres down, is being 
excavated because it is at risk from 
the currents and shifting sands. 

An excavation in 2005 recovered 
lots of silver and more coinage has 
been found this time, along with ir¬ 
regularly shaped “pieces of eight” - 
weights of silver hacked off an ingot. 

They have also found items includ¬ 
ing as-yet unopened chests, leather 
shoes, glass bottles and pewter jugs. 

They are being desalinated, a proc¬ 
ess like that carried out on the Tudor

warship Mary Rose, at a facility by 
the harbour in Ramsgate, which wel¬ 
comed the public 

Historic England’s archaeological 
conservator Angela Middleton said 
the unopened chests proved particu¬ 
larly popular among visitors, as did 
virtual reality headsets, which dem¬ 
onstrated what the divers can see and 
how details are recorded. 

On the treacherous sands though, 
there are plenty of challenges and 
there are often setbacks when sedi¬ 
ment is re-deposited, making identifi¬ 
cation that bit more difficult. 

“Everyone has their own personal 
interests but it’s unknown what you 
might come across - every day is a 
surprise,” she said. 

Archaeologists are being advised 
on the next steps to conserve the arte¬ 
facts and another open day will be 
held in Ramsgate on September 16 
before the excavation concludes at 
the end of that month. 

Rooswijk was owned by what is 
known in Dutch as the Vereenigde 
Oost-Indische Compagnie (VOC), 
which had a state monopoly on spice 
importation from the Dutch East In¬ 
dies, now Indonesia. 

It lost some 250 ships over the 
years it was in operation, of which 
just a third have been located. 

The Rooswijk set sail on January 8 
destined for what was then a colonial 
outpost called Batavia. 


But the ship, just three years old 
and on its second voyage, fell foul of 
the notorious sands in the Channel 
that are littered with centuries of 
wreckage. There were no survivors. 

Mr Manders said that the time the 
ship went down was “the heyday of 
the smuggling of silver”. 

Soon afterwards, the rate of losses 
and cost of lawsuits from those who 
gave money to the smugglers meant 
there was a clampdown on the prac¬ 
tice. 

The team has been diving the site 
over the summer, but important work 


has also been taking place in archives 
in Amsterdam. 

Mr Manders added: “We have 
found already information about 11 
people, from all different ranks, so we 
can tie up all the individual objects. 
But also the ship and the stories, you 
can tie them up to persons and that 
makes the stories really valuable.” 

Marine archaeologist Alison 
James, from Historic England, said 
the wreck was “hugely important”. 

She added: “The Goodwin Sands 
have been known in the past as The 
Great Ship Swallower. We know of 


over 800 recorded wrecks that have 
been lost. 

“They are very treacherous as an 
area for boating and shipping, but 
they are great for archaeology. 

“We knew it was incredibly vulner¬ 
able because the sands were moving 
and material was being exposed. 

“We also knew we had reports of il¬ 
legal diving on the site and perhaps 
people who were potentially there to 
do things that we might not want 
them to do. 

“It was a case of act now or this ma¬ 
terial will be lost.” 
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The day Brucie dazzled thousands 

As fans mourn the loss of one of the nation’s finest entertainers, we take a lookback just five years

J UST five years ago, Sir 
Bruce Forsyth created an¬ 
other chapter in his own 
vast entertainment history 
right here in Kent when he 
performed before thou¬ 
sands of fans at a music fes¬ 
tival. 

The veteran entertainer, who 
passed away last Friday at the 
age of 89, thrilled the 30,000 
crowd at the Hop Farm Festival 
in Paddock Wood after becom¬ 
ing a surprise addition to the 
three-day line-up in 2012. 

The presenter, singer and co¬ 
median performed a range of 
classic hits, reeled off a host of 
his best-loved catchphrases and 
even duetted with his grand- 
aughter, the singer Sophie 
Purdie, who lives in Ramsgate. 

Performing on a sunny Satur¬ 
day afternoon slot, he was on the 
same bill as headliner Bob Dylan 
while also performing that day 
were the likes of Primal Scream 
and New Order’s Peter Hook. 

But despite the distinctive dif¬ 
ference in styles, he entertained 
the crowd in the way only he 


could - taking to the stage wear¬ 
ing a gold waistcoat, black dress 
trousers and a white winged- 
collar shirt, before cracking 
jokes and even doing a little tap 
dancing - despite being 84 at the 
time. 

Backed by a band, he per¬ 
formed the likes of Can’t Take 
My Eyes Off You, a medley of 
Sammy Davis Jr songs, and Smile 
with his grandaughter. 

Speaking after the show he re¬ 
vealed: “It was a risk to do this 
festival. I could fallen completely 
flat on my face. It wouldn’t have 
ended my career, but it would 
have set me back a few years. 

“But to be honest, I found it 
much easier than I thought. The 
sheet music was blowing all over 
the stage in the wind, but it did 
not matter as, in the end, I made 
contact with the crowd and they 
made contact with me, that is 
what my show is all about. It was 
a gamble that paid off.” 

In fact it proved such a hit, he 
followed it up the following year 
by entertaining the crowds with 
a set at the Glastonbury Festival 
- becoming the oldest performer 
to hit the main stage. 

Sir Bruce passed away after ill¬ 
ness had forced him to step 


down from his role as presenter 
of hit BBC TV show Strictly Come 
Dancing in 2013. 

He admitted in an interview 
the following year he quit the 
show as it was “exhausting”. 


He said at the time: “Quitting 
the show is better for me physi¬ 
cally. 

“I’ll be able to spend more time 
with my wife, my family.” 

He died at his home next to 


Wentworth golf course sur¬ 
rounded by his wife, former Miss 
World, Wilnelia, and his six chil¬ 
dren. 

A spokesman for the family 
said: “A couple of weeks ago, a 
friend visited him and asked him 
what he had been doing these 
last 18 months. 

“With a twinkle in his eye, he 
responded ‘I’ve been very, very 
busy...being ill!’. Unfortunately, 
not long after this, his health de¬ 
teriorated and he contracted 
bronchial pneumonia.” 

He was taken to hospital in 
March and spent five nights in 
intensive care at St Peter’s Hos¬ 
pital in Surrey after developing a 
severe chest infection, accord¬ 
ing to reports. He underwent 
surgery in 2015 after he suffered 
two aneurysms, which were dis¬ 
covered when tests were carried 
out following a fall at his Surrey 
home. 

The veteran entertainer, 
whose career lasted more than 
seven decades, had been out of 
the limelight for a while and last 
year was too frail to attend the 
funeral of close friends Ronnie 
Corbett or Sir Terry Wogan. 

He announced he was leaving 
Strictly Come Dancing in April

Among the many paying trib¬ 
ute to him was Strictly Come 
Dancing's former head judge Len 
Goodman. 

Mr Goodman, who has a dance 
school in Dartford, quit the show 
last year, 

He said of his friend: “As long 
as 1 can remember there has al¬ 
ways been Bruce on our TV. His 
work ethic, professionalism and 
charm will be with me forever. 

“Bruce it was nice to see you to 
see you nice.” 

His principal claim to fame be¬ 
fore Strictly revived his career 
was his hosting of the long-run¬ 
ning and highly-successful TV 
series The Generation Game. But 
he was no less popular in Play 
Your Cards Right and in Bruce’s 
Price Is Right. 

Strictly colleagues past 
and present, including his 
co-presenter Tess Daly and 
successor Claudia Winkleman, 
have all shared touching trib¬ 
utes. 

Prime Minister Theresa May 
also paid tribute to Sir Bruce. She 
said: “We have lost a national 
treasure. Like millions of others, 
for years I watched Sir Bruce 


dance, sing, joke and laugh. He 
will be sorely missed.” 

Sir Elton John praised the “bril¬ 
liant comedian, television host 
and lovely man” and adding that 
it was an “honour” to have 
worked with him. 

Sir Bruce’s close friend, come¬ 
dian Jimmy Tarbuck, credited 
him with “changing his life”. 

Tarbuck recalled his first 
meeting with Sir Bruce as he 
spoke of their friendship. 

He said: “He was always Mr 
Forsyth to me because he did 
help change my life. He was 
unique - he could play the piano 
with Nat King Cole, he could 
dance with Sammy Davis Jr, he 
could take over Have I Got News 
For You, and most importantly he 
could annoy Sean Connery on 
the golf course, which always 
tickled me.” 

Comedian and singer Russ Ab¬ 
bot, another of the many stars to 
speak about Sir Bruce, said 
“there will never be another 
Bruce”. 

The star of 1980s TV shows 
said: “A great, great loss to the 
country and personally a great 
loss to me as a friend. Our 
thoughts are with Winnie and 
the family.”

T housands of people 
flocked to Biggin Hill last 
weekend for the return of 
the annual festival of noise, 
colour and aircraft. 

This year’s Festival of Flight carried 
particular significance as it celebrat¬ 
ed the 100th anniversary of Biggin 
Hill Airport. 

And to mark the occasion, the 
event was increased to two days, with 
airport chiefs describing the displays 
“as some of the best in recent years”. 

Among the 32,000 who attended 
over the course of the event - with 
16,000 tickets up for grabs for both 
Saturday and Sunday - was former 
Ukip leader and former Westerham 
resident Nigel Farage. 

But it was the dazzling Red Arrows 
which once again stole all the head¬ 
lines with a magnificent display that 
thrilled the crowds.

But dipping into its heritage hang¬ 
ar, fans were able to instead watch 
the airport’s own Hurricane and two 


Spitfires fly for 12 minutes on both 
days. 

Warbirds from days gone by filled 
the skies, along with wing-walkers 
showing off their aerobatic skills. 

Visitors were also treated to a 
range of modern-day craft from Bel¬ 


gium, the Czech Republic and an ex¬ 
clusive UK performance from the 
French Air Force’s Patrouille de 
France. 

A spokesperson from London Big¬ 
gin Hill Airport said: “We had an in¬ 
credible weekend with more than 


16,000 visitors coming on each day. 

“There were a number of magnifi¬ 
cent displays including from our Eu¬ 
ropean visitors, the Belgian F16 flew 
very noisily but beautifully and dis¬ 
plays from the French and Czech air 
force were just as beautiful and

BIGGIN Hill is no stranger to 
airshows having for many years 
staged one of the biggest of them 
all. 

The Biggin Hill International Air 
Show, or Biggin Hill Air Fair, was 
one of the largest civilian airshows 
in the world and the largest 
privately organised air show in 
Europe. 


The annual event in June ran 
from 1963 to 2010 and attracted 
huge crowds of 100,000 people. 

Famously, it was at the air fair 
the UK public got its first look at 
the remarkable Red Arrows as 
they staged their first ever public 
display at the events in 1965. 

But after the organiser’s contract 
was terminated, the event was 


curtailed. 

It ended as a result of financial 
considerations and the impact it 
was having on businesses who 
use the airport. 

The Festival of Flight took off in 
2014 as a one-day event 
with a tightly controlled advance- 
ticket only rule, limited to 
15,000.

GCSE grading scheme explained 

As pupils picked up their results this week, a number of key topics changed their score system but 
just what constituted a pass grade? We take a look at the marks required to get the highest ratings 



TEST: Get just a fifth of the questions right and you scored a standard pass

S tudents across Kent 
needed just under a fifth of 
marks in this year’s higher- 
level maths GCSE to achieve 
a grade 4, considered a 
standard pass, figures released this 
week revealed. 

Getting just over half the marks 
gave candidates a new grade 7 - 
equivalent to an A - while those scor¬ 
ing at least 79 per cent were awarded 
a 9 - the highest result under Eng¬ 
land’s new 9-1 grading system. 

Students in England are the first to 
receive numerical grades having tak¬ 
en new, tougher exams in English 
and maths. 

In general, after moves to make the 
courses more demanding and chang¬ 
es to the structure - such as ditching 
coursework and pupils taking exams 
at the end of the two-year course, 
rather than throughout - there has 
been movement of just a couple of 
percentage points in the proportions 
of students achieving key grades, 
such as at grade 4, broadly equiva¬ 


lent to the traditional C grade. 

This year, 70.7 per cent of 16-year- 
olds in England gained a 4 or higher 
in maths, compared with 71.4 per 
cent who achieved at least a C last 
year, while in English language, 69.7 
per cent got a 4 or higher compared 
with 69.7 per cent getting A*-C last 
year, and in English literature 72.5 
per cent got a 4 or higher, compared 
with 74.6 per cent gaining at least a 
C last year. 

There were significantly higher 
numbers of pupils taking English 
GCSEs this year, amid a move away 
from international GCSEs and 
changes to what counts in annual 
school performance tables. 

Figures published by Ofqual show 
that students sitting the higher tier 
maths GCSE needed to score at least 
18 per cent on average to secure a 
grade 4, while 52 per cent was the 
boundary for a 7 on average, and 79 
per cent was the average required for 
a grade 9. 

On the higher tier paper, 4 is un¬ 
derstood to be the lowest grade pos¬ 
sible, with half of the marks in the 
exam targeted at grades 4-6 and the 
other half at grades 7-9. 


Professor Alan Smithers, director 
of the Centre for Education and Em¬ 
ployment Research at Buckingham 
University, said grade boundaries 
had been dropped this year to ensure 
that sufficient students achieved key 
results. 


“What has happened this year is 
the regulator has penned the new 
grade 7 to an A grade and the new 
grade 4 to a C grade,” he said. 

“In order to maintain that, it’s 
dropped the number of marks re¬ 
quired for a pass at various levels. In 


some cases, it’s dropped them very 
low, it’s more or less giving away the 
grade. 

“Ofqual maintains this is neces¬ 
sary to maintain standards across 
the years, but in fact it is taking away 
some of the point of the exams, which 
is to enable users of the results to tell 
people apart with greater accuracy.” 

Exams regulator Ofqual has had 
processes in place for some years to 
ensure that results are comparable 
each year, which are also intended to 
ensure that students taking the first 
new courses this summer are not dis¬ 
advantaged. 

An Ofqual spokesman said: “The 
higher tier paper caters for students 
who might be looking to achieve a 
grade 4 right up to a grade 9. It starts 
with grade 4 level questions. 

“In contrast, the foundation tier 
paper caters for students seeking to 
achieve a grade 1 through to grade 5. 
The different grade boundaries on 
the two papers reflect that. 

“These boundaries were set using a 
combination of statistics and examin¬ 
er judgment. We are confident that 
they reflect an appropriate standard 
of performance.”

T HERE is a delightful apt¬ 
ness to that middle 
name. Celebrated as the 
brusque dispenser of 
flattening put-downs, 
Craig Revel Horwood seems to revel 
in his karate-chop critiques of hap¬ 
less celebrity performing waltz 
wipeouts and tangled tangos. Audi¬ 
ences certainly do. 

“I just react to what I’m seeing,” 
he explains innocently. “If I’m 
watching bad dancing I’ll tell them 
the truth. They need to know. If 
you’re not getting corrections I 
think that would be wrong. I don’t 
think it’s fair to say you love 
something if you don’t.” 

Revel Horwood entered showbiz 
as a choreographer and worked on 
the likes of Miss Saigon. Not every 
show was quite such a mega-hit, 
and when they didn’t work it was 
his quarrelsome streak which 


triggered a decision to double up 
and become a director too. 

“I didn’t want to have a battle 
with the director and see the line 
where the director finishes his work 
and the choreography began. For 
me it’s a lot easier to have one 
concept of a piece applied. I did it so 
I could have arguments with myself 
rather than with someone else.” 

The latest show on which he’s 
arguing with himself is Son of a 
Preacher Man, a splashy new 
musical by Warner Brown. It 
features 20 songs woven into the 
story of three people with romantic 
problems who see solace in Soho 
record store famous from the 
Sixties. There they each hope that 
a fabled love guru will help them, 
though things don’t turn out quite 
as fantasised. 

And it comes to the Assembly 
Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells for 


a run between October 31 and 
November 4. 

It’s Revel Horwood’s first go at a 
jukebox musical. How is he finding 
the task of melding dialogue and 
tunes? “It’s a joy to work on,” he 
purrs. “The Dusty music lends itself 
to good storytelling, and that’s 
really important: her stories always 
have beginning, a middle and an 
end. And they’re very soulful. A lot 
of people will be surprised when 
they see the songs come to life. Her 
lyrics are really quite poignant. She 
tells human stories with amazing 
rhythms that can be applied to men 
or women and crosses through to 
being gay as well. That’s why her 
music is universal.” 

Alongside the full cast of actor/ 
musicians, Son of a Preacher Man 
features a four-piece band and a 
three-strong girl group pumping 
out the hits of Dusty Springfield, 


and a cast that includes X Factor 
favourite Diana Vickers as the 
youngest of the lovelorn trio. 

They are all discovering that the 
Craig Revel Horwood they see on 
television can be like that in the 
rehearsal room too. “I have to give 
them notes and tell them how I 
feel. I’m quite direct.” He promises 
he’s not always strict. “When you 
go to work you’re a different person 
and when you knock off you 
become yourself again.” 

When we met at the rehearsal 
room, he is not allowed to discuss 
the new line-up for Strictly Come 
Dancing, but does he have a 
fantasy cast of celebs he’d like to 
slap down? “I’d love to see Simon 
Cowell. The world would love that.”

A N exhibition dedicated 
to the late superstar 
Prince - featuring items 
from his Paisley Park 
studio in Minneapolis - 
is to be staged at the 02 in Greenwich 
later this year. 

My Name Is Prince will be staged at 
the venue where Prince held court for 
a 21-night residency back in 2007.

Now, from October 27 - and also for 
just 21 days - an exhibition featuring 
original costumes, handwritten lyr¬ 
ics, awards and instruments will go 
on display at the venue. 

Prince died on April 21 2016 at the 
age of 57. 

Among the items on display will be 


clothing from the 1984/1985 Purple 
Rain tour and the 1988/1989 Loves- 
exy tours; wardrobe from the 1990 
film Graffiti Bridge; the Gibson L65 
guitar that Prince used when he 
made his national television debut on 
American Bandstand in 1980 and 
during early tours, the orange Cloud 
guitar used during his 2007 Super- 
Bowl performance, the Raspberry Be¬ 
ret cloud suit from 1985 and clothes 
worn during the 02 Arena shows. 

It is the first time many of the items 
have left Paisley Park. 

The studio have since been turned 
into a museum devoted to the star 
and has welcomed fans from around 
the world. 

His sister Tyka Nelson said: “There 
are several countries that meant a lot

to him. I know London was one of his 
favourites. For him to have a sold out 
show for 21 nights there and the 
record still stands today, I think it’s the 
perfect place to start the exhibition. 

“This is the first time we’ve taken 
any items out of Paisley Park. When I 
heard about the idea I was so excited 
because since he’s passed people 
come to the house and things like 
that. But to actually be able to go 
where people live that maybe can’t af¬ 
ford to come over to Paisley Park in 
the States; I’m so excited to be able to 
meet the fans and share their Prince 
stories and give them hugs, and have 
a cry with them if need be.” 

Paisley Park’s director of archives, 
Angie Marchese, said: “At Paisley 
Park, Prince constructed and inhab¬ 


ited a creative reality that was wholly 
unique, allowing him to fluidly de¬ 
velop music and artistic works spon¬ 
taneously and without limitation. He 
envisioned Paisley Park as one day 
being opened to the public. Through 
this exhibition, we are expanding his 
dream to share with a wider audi¬ 
ence, and allow visitors to The 02 in 
London to experience all his great¬ 
ness through the artefacts direct 
from his Paisley Park archives.” 

Prince performed his only UK festi¬ 
val performance in Kent in 2011 
when he headlined the Hop Farm Fes¬ 
tival at Paddock Wood - his first live 
show in the UK since the 02 run. 

Tickets for the exhibition are on 
sale now priced £25 from the website 
mynameisprince.co.uk.

Keeping up with 
the Clooneys... 

Lake Como is a favourite with the stars, and now 
with Mike Pickup. 



C elebrity-studded Lake 

Como is bordered by high 
mountains, creating 
spectacular lake and 
mountain scenery. 

It’s a bit like the Norwegian 
Fjords but with the temperature 
turned up, the prices turned down 
and a peppering of celebrity 
villas. Most are in private 
ownership, including George 
Clooney’s Villa Oleandra. 

However, a few are open to the 
public and I visited Villa 
Balbianello, owned by the Italian 
National Trust. 

Originally a monastery, Cardinal 
Durini bought it in 1785 and 
converted it into a villa. The last 
owner was the explorer Count 
Guido Monzino. He overhauled 
the interior and filled it with 
treasures from his journeys. The 
villa featured in Casino Royale 
and Star Wars Episode II. As with 


other Italian villas, the exteriors 
are as important as the interiors 
and Balbianello’s lovely gardens 
are no exception. 

I also visited Villa Carlotta. Built 
in the 17th century, it contains 
many treasures and has famous 
botanical gardens with over 150 
species of rhododendrons, azaleas 
and camellias, plus old cedars and 
sequoias. The villa’s museum 
exhibitions were beautifully 
presented. 

It was a few minutes’ walk to my 
hotel, the Britannia Excelsior in 
the village of Cadenabbia. My 
room was large, comfortable and 
the balcony provided a shady spot 
to admire the stunning view 
across the lake to Bellagio - the 
hotel in Las Vegas is named after 
it. I took the free boat service from 
the hotel to visit this tranquil, 
elegant and largely pedestrianised 
town. The old buildings, shop- 


lined cobbled steps, boutiques, 
cafes and formal gardens put 
Bellagio on the ‘must see’ list for 
visitors. The composer Franz Liszt 
lived there for a while with Marie 
d’Agoult and their daughter, 
Cosima, went on to marry Wagner. 
Lunch at the Grand Hotel Villa 
Serbelloni was a memorable 
experience. Hotel guests have 
included JFK and Winston 
Churchill who have suites named 
after them. 


I also strolled through the shady 
manicured gardens of Villa Melzi 
which line the lake’s shore. Again, 
these were every bit as impressive 
as the imposing villas. 

Bellagio is certainly one of the 
most romantic spots on the lake. 

My visit flew by in a haze of boat 
trips, villas, gardens, stunning 
scenery and delicious food and 
wine, but all too soon it was time 
to go. No wonder George and Amal 
decided to stay on for a while.

Pollution claims 
are just ‘bizarre’ 

TERRY Hudson’s claim that the huge 
death toll from air pollution is a lie is 
frankly bizarre [KoS, letters, last 
week]. 

He claims the science is flawed 
while stating that he isn’t a scientist. 

It is easy to shouts “lies” at things 
that you don’t like to hear. 

But the death toll from air 
pollution, a significant proportion of 
which comes from traffic, must not 
be allowed to continue. 

He is right to claim that the figure 
of 29,000 deaths each year is wrong 
though. 

This is the number of deaths from 
just one of the pollutants: particulate 
matter, if you add in NOx then the 
figure is around 50,000. 

These figures are from scientists 
who work for the government, a 
government that should have a 
desire to suppress the truth of the air 
pollution problem rather than 
exaggerate it. 

While scientists can make 
mistakes, these are usually isolated 
examples rather than large bodies of 
evidence from multiple sources. 

The evidence on air pollution and 
its primary sources is well under¬ 
stood so let’s not argue about facts, 
let’s try to find solutions to reduce 
the number of people dying because 
of the pollution that our vehicles 
pump out. 

We must stop using the air that we 
breathe as an invisible sewer. It is 
killing us.

M ore and more car-makers are 
getting on the hybrid 
bandwagon with some even 
going so far as committing 
to all their models being electrified 
within the next few years. 

Big or small, budget-buy or exotic 
supercar, electric power is on a 
charge and making serious inroads 
into the alternatively-fuelled 
vehicles (AFVs) market which, from 
small volumes, is really starting to 
romp along. 

And the popularity of AFVs is 
only going to pick up speed - 
registrations are currently 31.4% 
up on the same period last year and 
last month they were 64.9% ahead 
of July 2016 - now the government 
has announced no new petrol and 
diesel sales after 2040. 

When it comes to electric power 
there are currently various types of 
vehicle to meet different motoring 
needs and driving ranges - fully 
electric, hybrids, plug-in hybrids 
and range-extenders. 

Here we look at the differences: 

100% ELECTRIC VEHICLES 

The 100% electric vehicles, also 
called battery electric vehicles, fully 
or pure electric vehicles, are wholly 
driven by an electric motor, 
powered by a battery that can be 
plugged in and charged from a 
mains supply. There is no 
combustion engine. 

As 100% electric vehicles rely 
entirely on electricity for fuel, they 
do not produce any tailpipe 
emissions. Maximum range is 
getting better - now up to an official 
250 miles for some models - but the 
quicker you drive, the quicker the 
charge is used so many are best 
suited to short journeys and urban 
driving. 

They can convert energy wasted 
during braking and slowing down 
- via regenerative braking - into 


PLUG-IN HYBRIDS AND RANGE-EXTENDERS 

The best of both worlds with a 
useful all-electric range - typically 
around 30 miles - for short journeys 
and the back-up of an engine to 
overcome the concern of running 
out of battery power and being 
stranded which is commonly called 
‘range-anxiety’. 

The battery in a plug-in hybrid is

electricity to top up the battery but 
not to recharge it fully. 

HYBRIDS 

Conventional hybrids combine a 
petrol or diesel engine with one or 
two electric motors, sometimes on 
different axles to give all-wheel 
drive when needed. 

A full hybrid can run purely in 
electric mode at urban speeds and 
for short distances, under engine 
power or a combination of both for 
maximum power. 

A mild hybrid sees the engine 
running all the time with the 
electric motor assisting the engine 
under acceleration so giving more 
performance. 

The drive battery is charged 
either through regenerative 
braking or by generating electricity 
while cruising at higher speeds 
under engine power. 


After the battery range has been 
used up - and, again, the faster you 
drive the faster it is drained - the 
vehicle is powered by its engine, 
which can be petrol or diesel. 

Extended-range electric vehicles 
have a plug-in battery pack and 
electric motor, as well as an internal 
combustion engine. Unlike a plug-in 
hybrid, where the engine drives the 
wheels, in a range-extender the 
electric motor always drives the 
wheels, and the internal combustion 
engine acts as a generator to 
recharge the battery. 


Electrified technology 
and battery ranges are 
starting to move at a 
pace.

smaller than in a 100% electric 
vehicle and tends to have a limited 
top speed although it is often still in 
excess of the legal motorway speed. 


However, most models have enough 
electric range to cover the average 
25-mile daily commute of the UK 
driver. 


100 new plug-in hybrid models to be launched by 2021 


The plug-in hybrid electric vehicle (PHEV) 
market is set for "transformational 
growth", a study has found. 

Research by consultants Frost & 

Sullivan predicts that 3.7 million PHEVs 
will flood the market by 2025. 

The growth will be caused by key 
factors making alternatively-fuelled 
vehicles more appealing to consumers, 
such as favourable 'green car' cash 
incentives, improved economy figures and 
increased consumer acceptance. 


Most mainstream manufacturers see 
PHEVs as key to meeting stringent 
emissions targets, with many 
manufacturers launching dedicated 
electrified platforms. 

Researchers have pinpointed 100 new 
PHEV model launches that will happen by 
2021 and help drive uptake. 

High-performance and luxury motors, 
including the Maserati Levante, Bentley 
Bentayga and BMW M3, are all leaning 
towards hybrid technology, taking it 


away from its low-cost, economical roots. 

However, Frost & Sullivan notes that 
uptake could be impeded by a number of 
factors, such as dwindling incentives and 
the arrival of long-distance pure-electric 
models. 

Pooja Bethi, intelligent mobility analyst 
at Frost & Sullivan, said: "The stringent 
emission norms of 95g of C02/km can 
only be met by PHEV technology, while 
EV battery technology evolves to 
overcome limitations. 


"PHEVs have a better market [than 
pure-electric cars] due to uncertainty in 
charging infrastructure. "Improvements in 
battery chemistries and energy density 
will boost the electric-only range of 
PHEVs, while fast-charging stations will 
help reduce charging times drastically." 

The research appears to be backed up 
by strong sales for pure-electric and PHEV 
models in the UK. According to car 
industry trade body the Society of Motor

Book a test-drive 
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Subtle changes refresh Renault Captur 


Renault has updated its popular Captur crossover for 2017. Our motoring expert 
Jack Evans finds out how have the changes helped this vehicle’s overall package. 



T H E Captur was Europe’s 
best-selling urban 
crossover last year with 
215,670 registrations so 
it’s a crucial model for 

Renault. 

The French manufacturer has now 
breathed new life into the distinctive- 
looking car to further raise its 
appeal. The subtle changes bring its 
looks closer to those of the mid-size 
Kadjar and large Koleos sport utility 
vehicles. 

You’ll have to look closely to spot 
the differences but, look hard, and 
you’ll notice C-shaped front LED 
daytime running lights and updated 
LED rear lights. There’s new front 
and back skidplates, new alloy 
wheels and a great variety of colours. 

A fixed glass sunroof is now 
available from Dynamique S, 
higher-quality plastics have been 
used on larger areas such as the 
dashboard and top-end spec cars get 
a leather-trimmed steering wheel. 
They add up to make the cabin feel 
more premium. 

The Captur is impressively 
spacious. Front seats offer plenty of 
shoulder room, while those in the 
back are equally well catered for. 
Large windows add to the airy feel. 


There are 377 litres of boot space 
and plenty of storage including deep 
door bins. 

Power comes from familiar 
1.2-litre turbo petrol and 1.5-litre 
diesel units but the Captur delivers a 
surprisingly involving drive. 


The 1.2-litre petrol engine is nippy, 
and ideal for urban driving, but you 
need to work the gearbox to make 
consistent progress. 

The ride isn’t too firm, and deals 
with lumps and bumps road well. 
Light steering is well suited to urban 


driving, allowing for quick changes 
of direction. 

The car’s interior plastics have 
been heavily reworked, feeling more 
high-end than those in the previous 
car, but materials lower down the 
cabin aren’t as good, now more

noticeable because of the soft-touch 
plastics on the dashboard. 

The infotainment system lacks the 
precision of some rival systems, and 
the satellite navigation can be slow 
to adjust. The Bose stereo fitted to 
our car produced an impressive, 
premium sound. 

The Captur is ideal for those people 
who want economical, low-frills 
motoring at a competitive price. This 
facelift has been a rather light one, 
but the changes add to its appeal.

Clifford demands

KENT chief executive Jamie Clifford 
has challenged his players to prove 
they can perform under pressure as 
Sam Northeast’s team prepare for a 
season-ending run of five County 
Championship matches in five weeks 
that could bring promotion into Divi¬ 
sion One or yet another near miss in 
terms of tangible success. 

Home matches against Leicester¬ 
shire, starting on Bank Holiday Mon¬ 
day, and Glamorgan, in the last week 
of the season on September 25-28, 
bookend a run of three away fixtures 
at Durham, Gloucestershire and Der¬ 
byshire - and Kent’s players know 
they could not ask for a better-look¬ 
ing run-in as they aim to finish in one 
of the two second division promotion 
places. 

Currently, Kent are in fifth position 
but level on 132 points with fourth- 
placed Sussex and just two points be¬ 
hind Northants in third. 

Nottinghamshire head Division 
Two with 184 points, and look cer¬ 
tain to go up, while Worcestershire 
lie second with 149 points. 

But Kent, like Northants and Sus¬ 
sex, have a game in hand on the top 
two while all Kent’s promotion rivals 
have a far tougher final month or so 
in prospect. 

“This is another crunch period for 
the team, and we have a massive op¬ 
portunity to win promotion this 
year,” said Clifford, who has also not 
ruled out another overseas signing if 
New Zealand fast bowler Adam 
Milne’s fitness is not thought to be up 


to playing a run of four-day matches. 

“We will be looking at all options 
because we know just how important 
these next five weeks are going to be 
for the club,” added Clifford. 

“Finishing second in Division Two 
last season, when only one team 
could be promoted, was hugely frus¬ 
trating and we have also had to deal 
with big match disappointments in 


this year’s Natwest T20 Blast and in 
recent seasons in one-day competi¬ 
tions. 

“Hopefully, the players will take 
added motivation from all of that in 
terms of showing they can perform 
under pressure, because in sport one 
of the ways you do get better is by 
learning from your disappoint¬ 
ments.” 


World champ Gemili invited to Number Ten

DARTFORD’S world champion 
sprinter Adam Gemili was among a 
number of British athletes invited by 
the prime minister to celebrate their 
success at 10 Downing Street this 
week. 

The World Para Athletics and 
World Athletics Championships 
were both staged in the same city in 
the same year this summer, with 
the spotlight again being thrown on 
London, just as with the Olympics 
and Paralympics five years ago. 

Both championships boasted 
record ticket sales and London 
welcomed more than 3,000 athletes 
from over 200 nations competing in 
250 events. 

Gemili was part of the men’s gold 
medal-winning 4x100m team,

After the race earlier this month, 
Gemili said: “I don’t actually believe 
it’s happened. I didn’t want to go to 
sleep in case I woke up and it was all 
a dream. 

“But it’s reality and it’s something 
we’ve been working towards and 
every athlete in the squad wants to 
become world champion and be the 
best in the world and for us four 
lucky guys it’s actually happened.”
